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Idaho Milk Production Up 8.9 Percent

Idaho milk production during March 2003 totaled 731 million pounds, an 8.9 percent
increase from the same month last year and 12.5 percent more than February 2003.
Revised production for February 2003 totaled 650 million pounds, up 1.4 percent from the
preliminary estimate and 7.3 percent above February 2002. Average milk production per
cow in March 2003 was 1,850 pounds, 90 pounds more than March 2002 and 200 pounds
above February 2003. The average number of milk cows during March was 395,000
head, an increase of 1,000 head from the previous month and 14,000 head more than
March 2002.

Nationally, March milk production in the 20 major States totaled 13.0 billion pounds, up
1.5 percent from production in these same States in March 2002. February revised
production, at 11.6 billion pounds, was up 1.6 percent from February 2002. Production
per cow in the 20 major States averaged 1,664 pounds for March 2003, 10 pounds above
March 2002. The number of milk cows on farms in the 20 major States was 7.81 million
head, 67,000 head more than March 2002, and 2,000 head more than February 2003.

April Potato Stocks

Potato stocks held by growers, dealers and processors in Idaho
on April 1 totaled 49.0 million cwt, 4.00 million cwt more
than on hand April 1, 2002. Disappearance, at 84.4 million
cwt, is up from last year's 75.2 million cwt but below 2000's
90.8 million cwt. Stocks in the 10 Southwest Counties totaled
2.80 million cwt, above last year's 2.40 million cwt. The
Other Counties' stocks, at 46.2 million cwt, was 3.60 million
cwt more the amount stored on April 1, 2002.

Fall Potatoes: Production & Stocks 1997-2002 Idaho & 15 Fall States

The 15 major potato storage States held 125 million cwt of
potatoes on April 1, 2003, up 4 percent from last year but 19
percent below 2001. Storage accounts for 30 percent of the 2002
fall storage States’ production, down 1 percentage point from
last year. Disappearance, at 286 million cwt, from the start of
harvest in 2002 to April 1, is up 7 percent from the same period
last year but 6 percent below two years ago.

Idaho Cattle on Feed Down 14 Percent

Cattle on feed for the slaughter market in Idaho from feedlots with
a capacity of 1,000 or more head on April 1, 2003 totaled 280,000
head, down 14 percent from the April 1, 2002 inventory. The
inventory was unchanged from the number on hand as of March 1,
2003.

Placements of cattle into State feedlots with a capacity of 1,000 or
more head during March totaled 58,000 head, down 12,000 head
from March 2002 placements. Marketings during March totaled
57,000 head, down 2,000 from the March 2002 marketings.

Cattle and calves on feed for the slaughter market in the United
States from feedlots with capacity of 1,000 or more head totaled
10.70 million head on April 1,2003. The inventory was 8 percent
below April 1, 2002 and 7 percent below April 1, 2001.
Placements in feedlots during March totaled 2.04 million, 5
percent above 2002 and 11 percent above 2001. Net placements
were 1.98 million.

During March, placements of cattle and calves weighing less than
600 pounds were 276,000, 600-699 pounds were 390,000, 700-799
pounds were 744,000, and 800 pounds and greater were 632,000.

Marketings of fed cattle during March totaled 1.80 million, 1
percent below 2002 and 6 percent below 2001.  Other
disappearance totaled 62,000 during March, 10 percent below
2002 and 37 percent below 2001.

Idaho Foodsize Trout Sales Decrease

Idaho foodsize troutsales during 2002 totaled $29.9 million, down
13 percent from the $34.4 million in 2001. The number of
foodsize fish sold was 38.0 million, down 5 percent from the 40.0
million sold a year ago. Total pounds sold were 37.4 million
pounds, compared to 39.5 million pounds in 2001.

The total sales for all foodsize trout, in the 20 selected States
reached $58.3 million dollars during 2002, a 9 percent decrease
from the $64.4 million received in 2001. The number of foodsize

trout sold during 2002 totaled 50.2 million fish, down 8 percent
from the previous year. A total of 54.5 million pounds were sold
in 2002, compared to the 56.9 million pounds in 2001. Based on
the dollar value, 69 percent of the foodsize trout in the 20 selected
States were sold to processors and 20 percent were sold to fee and
recreational fishing establishments. In Idaho, 99 percent of the
foodsize trout were sold to processors.



Idaho Red Meat Production Declines Slightly

Commercial red meat production at Idaho packing plants for
March 2003 totaled 47.5 million pounds, down less than 1 percent
from last year. March production was up 4 percent from
February’s 45.8 million pounds. Accumulated red meat production
for the January-March 2003 period totaled 149 million pounds, up
2 percent from the comparable period a year earlier.

Red meat production for the United States totaled 3.70 billion
pounds in March, up 1 percent from the 3.68 billion pounds
produced in March 2002. Beef production, at2.05 billion pounds,
was 1 percent below the previous year. Cattle slaughter totaled
2.77 million head, up 1 percent from March 2002. The average
live weight was 1,234 pounds, down 7 pounds from March a year

ago. Pork production totaled 1.62 billion pounds, up 2 percent
from the previous year. Hog kill totaled 8.15 million head, 2
percent above March 2002. The average live weight was 268
pounds, up 1 pound from March a year ago. Lamb and mutton
production, at 18.2 million pounds, was down 18 percent from
March 2002. Sheep slaughter totaled 264,100 head, 19 percent
below last year. The average live weight was 138 pounds,
unchanged from March a year ago. January-March red meat
production was 11.27 billion pounds, virtually unchanged from
2002. Accumulated beef production was down 1 percent from last
year, pork was up 2 percent, and lamb & mutton production was
down 15 percent
